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Under the Commission’s wireless local number portability (LNP) rules, commercial 
mobile radio service carriers were required to support number portability in the largest 100 
Metropolitan Statistical Areas (MSAs) by November 24, 2003.1  Carriers are required to support 
number portability in areas outside the largest 100 MSAs within six months after receiving a 
request for number portability or by May 24, 2004, whichever is later.2   

 
On March 18, 2004, Yorkville Telephone Cooperative, Inc. and its subsidiary Yorkville 

Communications, Inc. (collectively, Yorkville) filed a petition seeking an extension of the May 
24, 2004, LNP implementation deadline until August 24, 2004.3  On March 23, 2004, TMP Corp. 
and TMP Jacksonville, LLC (collectively, the TMP Companies) filed a petition seeking a waiver 
of the May 24, 2004, implementation deadline and requesting an extension of time until

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November 24, 2004, to support porting.4  On March 24, 2004, Choice Wireless, LC, filed a 
petition seeking an extension of the May 24, 2004, implementation deadline until September 24, 
2004.5   

 
We seek comment on the issues raised in these petitions. Interested parties may file 

comments on or before April 12, 2004.  Reply comments are due April 22, 2004.  Comments 
may be filed using the Commission's Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS) or by filing 
paper copies.6  Comments and reply comments should be filed in the docket number, CC Docket 
No. 95-116.   

 
Requests for waiver of the Commission’s rules are subject to treatment by the 

Commission as restricted proceedings for ex parte purposes under section 1.1208 of the 
Commission’s rules unless otherwise provided.  Because of the policy implications and the 
potential impact of this proceeding on consumers, we believe it would be in the public interest to 
treat this case as a permit-but-disclose proceeding under the ex parte rules.7  Ex parte 
presentations that are made with respect to the issues involved in the petitions will be allowed 
but must be disclosed in accordance with the requirements of § 1.1206(b) of the Commission's 
rules.8
